"The King of Norway," His Majesty

I think myself justified for 
demanding respect for the decision taken 
by the King of Norway in accordance 
with the constitution.

Repudiates Council's Action.

Speculation as to the Terms 
Japan YVUt Likely Insist 
Upon. 



PETERSBURG, June 14.— In- 
stead of publishing the text of its 
oliicial reply to the message from 
President Boosevelt regarding the 
initiation of peace negotiations with 
Japan, the Russian government decided, 
with the purpose of taking the public 
into its confidence regarding the prospect 
of peace, to issue a statement summariz- 
ing the status of negotiations which will 
appear in the form of a communication 
in the foreign otllce gazette today. This 
statement which pays a graceful tribute 
to President Roosevelt's action, expresses 
in a general way Russia's willingness 10 
negotiate without entering into particu- 
lars which cannot he considered to lie 
definitely determined until the receipt of 
the Japanese reply. The Russian gov- 
ernment under the circumstances has 
deemed it best to leave to the Washing- 
ton government the publication of the 
.Russian note. 

Following is the text of the communP 
cation: "The President of the United 
States instructed his ambassador to the 
imperial court to request a private aud- 
ience in order to convey directly to the 
Emperor assurances of the unfailing 
friendship the United States entertains 
for Russia and to express President 
Roosevelt's personal desire to contribute 
as much as possible in the interests of 
the whole world toward the cessation of 
hostilities in the Par East. The ambas- 
sador was instructed lo add that tho 
President was making simultaneous over- 
tures to the Japanese government. 

"The Emperor was pleased to receive 
tho American ambassador on June 7 and 
guru benevolent attention to President 
Roosevelt's initiative, which had more- 
over met an entirely sympathetic recep- 
tion 011 the part of the friendly powers. 
Acceptable to Both Nations. 
"Russia being convinced that Japan 
wus equally disposed to accept President 
Roosevelt's proposal, which was trans- 
mitted through the intermediary of tho 
representatives of the republic at St. 
Petersburg and Tokio to the imperial as 
■well as the Japanese government, receiv- 
ed favorably the oliicial communication 
of the ambassador and notification to 
this effect was published in Washington. 

"in reply to this communication, tho 
foreign minister, acting under the Em- 
peror's orders, informed the American 
ambassador in a note, dated June 12. 
that the Emperor, deeply sensible of tho 
sentiments expressed by the President, 
was pleased to see therein a fresh mark, 
or traditional friendship uniting Russia 
and American and precious proof that 
President Roosevelt was in complete ac- 
cord with the views which the Emperor 
I held on a general settlement so (tfisential 
to the good progress of the whole of 
mankind. As for tin eventual meeting 
of Russian-Japanese plenipotentiaries 
j tharged with ascertaining how far it 
would he possible for the two powers to 
I elaborate conditions of pence, the iruper- 
1 ial government could have no objection 
I in principle to such an attempt if the 
' Japanese government expressed a desire 
i therefor." 

1 The fact that the Japanese have not 
yet communicated with Russia us to 
'lime and place and the number of pleni- 
potentiaries is not considered strange, in- 
asmuch ns lie text of the Russian reply 
sent to Washington could aol have arriv- 
ed at Tokio, considering the difference in 
time.

The premier was in the act of 
thanking Gherakaris for his courtesy, 
when the gambler plunged a long dag- 
ger into M. Delyannis' abdomen, in- 
flicting a frightful wound. The mur- 
derer was immediately overpowered by 
the attendants. Medical assistance was 
quickly secured and the wounded 
statesman was taken to a Red Cross 
station, where an operation was per- 
formed in an effort to stop the Internal 
hemorrhages. This was unsuccessful 
and Premier Delyannis died at 7:30 

I o'clock. 

! The news spread quickly and it 
would be impossible to describe the 
popular evidences of sorrow or 
The Anger of the Crowd, 

I which attempted to lynch the assassin, 
being prevented by the gendarmes, who 
rushed with him from the building U 
prison. 

I It is estimated that twenty thousand 
persons followed the body of the 
premier from the Ked Cross station to 
his kite residence. Members of the

I were among the crowd; many of them 
were weeping. The cabinet met this 
evening at the residence of the presi- 

'dent of the chamber, and it was decid- 
ed that the body should lie In state in 
the chamber before interment.

"Reported In English papers you bom- 
barded 1'endcr Island. What have you to 
Bay In explanation?" 

Above Is a free translation of a cable 
which was received by Captain Coral 
Comillo of the Italian cruiser Umbria, 
now at Vancouver. When news wu-. 
given in the Colonist o£ the episode of 
the shells which were thrown upon 
Pender island during the target prac- 
tice of the Italian gunners, local corre- 
spondents cabled the news to England, 
and thence It was evidently passed on 
to Italy. The Italian government 
wanted to know. It was peaceable anil 
didn't want war with Pender island or 
any other colony. 

The Italian commander was as- 
tounded. He rellected, then he remem- 
bered. Pender island— ah, yes, he had 
heard the name before. Certainly ! 
He went to the chart room and, spread- 
ing the maps before him, he traced the 
course he had made between Victoria 
and Vancouver until his linger rested 
upon the plan of an island near Orcas 
island. Uli yes, he had lired guns 
there. 

It all came back In a flash— he had 
indulged In target practice at the Pan- 
der island "targets" on Wednesday last 
when on his way from Esquimalt to 
Vancouver. True, he might have caus- 
ed some damage — It was stated in the 
Colonist that his shells had over-car- 
ried and fell Into the camp of the blue- 
jackets and among the settlers' farms; 
he would telegraph to the commander 
of the Kgerla at Ksquimalt and ilnd out 
If disaster had occurred. 

He telegraphed, and was relieved to 
learn that ihe Umbria's guns had killed 
no one— not even a mule, as was at first 
reported. The casualties were even less 
than those of the celebrated bombard- 
ment of Matanzas, where one mule was 
cannonaded to death. He had ruined 
no homes, and certainly had hit some 
of the "targets."

MR. MclNNES' RESIGNATION. 



As our readers are aware, the Colo- 
nist has always been very favorably 
disposed to Mr. W. W. B. Mclnnes, and 
welcomed his appointment to the hon- 
orable position of Commissioner of the 
Yukon. Therefore, it will be readily 
understood that its remarks made in 
connection with his resignation are not 
to be construed as In any way a re- 
flection upon that gentleman. It was, 
however, suggested — not on his au- 
thority as far as we know — that there 
was no necessity for the immediate 
resignation of his seat In the Legisla- 
ture, and that, indeed he might even , 
continue to sit in that body. The fact I 
that there is no law against such a' 
procedure does not alter the ethical as- | 
pect of his acting In the suggested dual j 
capacity. The law, properly regarded, ! 
is only the crystallization of a right) 
principle; or, in other words, gives ef- i 
feet to a line of conduct that ought to 
be observed, even In the absence of any 
law. All laws, unfortunately, are not . 
based on such ethical considerations, | 
but, Ideally considered, should be. The | 
law abolishing dual representation was) 
passed, because of the manifest anom- 
alies arising out of it. Mr. Mclnnes, 
as Commissioner of the Yukon, is out 
of politics for the time being as much 
as though he had been made Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of one of the other Prov- 
inces. His whole time and duty be- 
long to the Yukon, and to the Gov- 
ernment which appointed him. If it 
would be "unusual" and "extraordin- 
ary" for him In that position to sit

The results in the bye-elections y 
day were favorable to the Government 
at Ottawa. They do not make the argu- 
ments of the opposition to the autonomy 
bills any less forcible or effective; but 
they give the Government full warrant 
to proceed with the legislation as they 
have begun, The Liberal-Conservatives 
faced the issue at two bye-elections in 
Ontario where the sentiment against 
separate schools as propose! was sup- 
posed to 'be the strongest, ami they have 
failed to obtain a verdict in their favor. 
There can be no question about the iogi- 
cal effect of it. The issue was clear-cut. 

While, however, the Conservative can- 
didates have been beaten, the results are 
far from discouraging. In Loudon Mr. 
Hyman was, it is true, elected by a con- 
siderably increased majority; but lie 
went hack to his constituency in a bye- 
election as u cabinet minister, a mem- 
In r cif u government with a very large 
following. As we have previously point- 
i ed out, ton, there is a considerable num- 
I her of Catholic voters in London, and 
I the issue being one in which the question 
of separate schools is affected, their 
support would naturally be entirely lost 
to the Conservatives. That number was 
sufficient to offset a large defection from 
the Government oil account of its school 
policy. Nevertheless, the voice of the 
people is expressed in numbers. In North 
Oxford, as we predicted, where the pres- 
tige of a cabinet minister was entirely 
absent, there was a largely reduced ma- 
jority. That result in a bye-election is 
to that extent a condemnation of the 
Government policy. North Oxford is n 
j constituency, where, as one gentleman 
expressed it, they do not breed Conser- 
vatives. In both elections the Govern- 
! meut brought every influence in its power 
| tn bear on the result, which was regard- 
| ed as fateful in respect to the policy be- 
I fore the electors.

and we have no doubt the opposition in 
Parliament will accept the verdict nt 
an instruction in dealing further with 
tlie educational clauses.

(nml the cheaper they can be kept the bet- 
ter). | 
There are others who for themselves i 
have been too good-natured and generous, j 
Unskilled in the game of grab. 
They gave away the little all they had. | 
How often has society been likened to 
thfl family? And it should be as the fam- 
ily. Would we have anything but con- 
tempt for the family Trho would not pro- 
vide (eiiual to what the rest had) for the 
helpless member of It, or for the children 
who. when In possession, would turn the 
old folks <jut when they were no longer 
able to work? 

We enll ourselves Christians— followers 
of Christ! Yet He snld, "I was naked 
and ye clothed me not; hungry and ye 
fed me not: thirsty and yet gave me no 
drink. Inasmuch tin ye do It unto one of 
the least of these, my brethren, ye do it , 
unto Me."
